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ur school’s history begins at an 
East Coast convention of commercial law 
school teachers. Attending that convention 
was William Payson Richardson, who 
taught at a law school in Maryland and who 
was the author of a well known commercial 
law text, and Norman P. Heffley, who head- 
ed the Heffley Business Schools on Ryerson 
Street in Brooklyn. Heffley approached 
Richardson and invited him to join in es- 
tablishing a law school in Brooklyn 
(Brooklyn was then considered part of Long 
Island). Richardson traveled to New York, 
interviewed a number of lawyers and judg- 
es, and determined that there was, in fact, a 
genuine need for a ‘‘Brooklyn law school” 
and agreed to establish one. 

Within a year, Richardson had secured a 
‘‘limited’’ charter from the State Regents, 
and in 1901 Brooklyn Law School convened 
its first class. The school had seven part 
time faculty members and 28 students, in- 
cluding one woman, which was very un- 
usual at the time. The courses, all of which 
were required, were taught in the basement 
of the Heffley School of Business. The law 
library had no books, and it seated one. 

From its earliest days, Brooklyn Law 
School has occupied a special position 
among law schools, in part because of its 
tradition of diversity. During the decades of 
the twenties and thirties, Brooklyn Law 
School earned a reputation as a school that 
provided an opportunity for law study to 
students who could not afford to attend 
more elite law schools or who were denied 
admission to the schools because of discrim- 
inatory practices. Many of these students — 
recent immigrants, children of immigrants, 
members of racial and religious minorities 
— were destined to be the first profession- 
als in their families. 

Over the years, as the law school and its 
mission evolved, the school moved in and 
out of several buildings, all of which were 
located within a few blocks of where we are 
today. In 1902, just after it opened, Brook- 
lyn Law School’s enrollment quadrupled to 
112 students. Dean Richardson realized 
that the school could no longer operate in 
Such primitive surroundings, so he moved

the school to a brownstone building at 187 
Montague Street. 

In 1903, in anticipation of the graduation 
of its first class, Dean Richardson requested 
degree conferring authority from the State 
Board of Regents. Although the regents ex- 
pressed high regard for the Dean and his 
new school, they thought it wise to postpone 
a grant of such power until the school had 
demonstrated that it would be, in their 
words, ‘‘a permanent institution.”’ 

Dean Richardson, who recognized that a 
delay in awarding degrees would be unfair 
to the school’s pioneer students and un- 
healthy for the fledgling school, sought an 
association with a university. The search 
took him to St. Lawrence University, in up- 
state Canton, New York. The two schools 
were joined. 

By 1904, the student body had swelled to 
180, the library had expanded to the then 
167 volumes of the New York Court of Ap- 


peals Reports, and the 
brownstone building 
was simply too small. 
The school moved its 
headquarters into sever- 
al floors of the old 
Brooklyn Eagle Building 
on Washington Street, 
and there it remained 
until 1928. That year 
the school moved into 
375 Pearl Street. This 
building was the first of 
the Brooklyn Law 
School Buildings specif- 
ically designed for the 
school. 

The school prospered 
during the First World 
War, the 1920’s, and 
even survived the de- 
pression in reasonably 
good order. But the Sec- 
ond World War brought 
the greatest threat to its 
existence. Enrollment 
declined precipitously. 
During the years 1923 
to 1938, enrollment 
ranged from 1,200 to 
3,300 students. In 
1943, however, total en- 
rollment dropped to 174 
students. At that low 
point, the trustees of St. 
Lawrence University, 
who had for forty years 
been operating the 
school strictly for profit, 
announced plans to 
shut Brooklyn Law 
Schooi down. 

St. Lawrence’s liqui- 
dation plan galvanized 
many Brooklyn Law 
School alumni into ac- 
tion. By this time the 
school was forty years 
old and had a number of 
graduates who had 
achieved success and 
stature in the profes- 
sion. They were pre- 
pared to do what was 
necessary to prevent the 
St. Lawrence trustees 
from carrying out their 
scheme. The leaders of 
the opposition were two 
Brooklyn Law School 
graduates, Appellate Di- 
vision Justice William

B. Carswell, who later would become the 
law school’s second dean, and Jerome 
Prince — the man who later would suc- 
ceed Judge Carswell as Dean. They were 
aided by a number of distinguished alum- 
ni. They managed to save the school from 
extinction, but at great cost. In the shad- 
ow of the threatened law suit against the 
trustees of St. Lawrence University for 
breach of their fiduciary duties, Deans 
Carswell and Prince negotiated the re- 
purchase of the school’s assets from St. 
Lawrence University so that the school 
could continue to operate, but now as an

independent institution. 

To pay the purchase price — a portion of 
which Judge Carswell had personally guar- 
anteed — and to help meet operating ex- 
penses during those lean war years, the 
school undertook a capital campaign. 

Judge Carswell and Dean Prince had to 
start the law school all over again, and those 
former students who supported the cam- 
paign, were forced to pay for their education 
twice. First they had paid tuition as stu- 
dents, and then, to preserve the value of 
their degrees, they had to ransom the school 
from St. Lawrence University. This is why 
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Albert Victor Demeo, class 
of 1934 


Brooklyn Law School cherishes and pre- 
serves its independence, and has refused to 
seek a new affiliation. Our independence 
has enabled us to set and pursue our own 
agenda. 

The post-war years were years of rebuild- 
ing. By the mid-sixties the law school had 
regained its fiscal health. Over the years, as 
our alumni distinguished themselves as 
judges, government officials, and practition- 
ers, the aspirations of the school and its 
students began to change. The old building 
could not accommodate the new agenda. 
The library was too small to house a na- 
tional collection or seat a sufficient number 
of students. There were no seminar rooms 
appropriate for the types of smaller classes 
that would soon edge their way into the 
curriculum. Morever the Pearl Street build- 
ing offered no creature comforts. There was 
no cafeteria, no student lounge and no air 
conditioning. Thus the school set about con- 
structing our present building at 250 
Joralemon Street. Currently in the midst of 
constructing a new addition, we look for- 
ward to our second century even while re- 
membering our rich and varied past.*

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he library was in disarray, the noise level was 
high, and what little campus we had was a mass of 
broken concrete blocks. Our school was in transition. 


Meanwhile, our world was going through a few 
changes of its own. While we were searching the 
library in vain for treatises that were boxed, our 


service women and men were preparing for war in the © 


Persian Gulf. As we watched construction workers lay 
the foundation for our new building, men, women, and 
children in Los Angeles watched their homes and 
businesses go up in flames. We stopped complaining 
about the noise from the construction and the hike in 
our tuition just long enough to give our opinions on 
such issues as the Professor Hill/Justice Thomas con- 
troversy, the beating of Rodney King, the death of 
Yankel Rosenbaum and the fall of Sol Wachtler. 


But change for the class of 1993 meant not only new 
seminar rooms and new faces in the White House; it 
meant a new perspective on the world — the result of 
a law school education that would leave us. forever 
changed. 
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On May 24, 1992, then President Bush 
ordered Coast Guard cutters to intercept 
Haitians seeking political asylum in the 
United States. 


In January of 1992, U.S. troops began air raids on Iraq to force Saddam 
Hussein's troops out of Kuwait. This military offensive, known as 
“Operation Desert Storm" achieved its goal. 
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The issue of sexual harassment was brought to the attention of the American people in the 1991 
televised confirmation hearings of Justice Clarence Thomas. Professor Anita Hill testified before 
the Senate Judiciary Committee that Thomas made unwanted sexually explicit comments to her 
while she worked as his subordinate. Justice Thomas emphatically denied her allegations.

Thurgood Marshall 
1908-1993 


Thurgood Marshall, the first African-American to 
sit on the United States Supreme Court, will always 
be remembered for his courage and relentless ef- 
forts to end discriminatory practices in America. 
As a lawyer, Marshall successfully argued twenty- 
nine civil rights cases before the United States 
Supreme Court, the most celebrated of which is the 
“Brown vs. Board of Education’ decision in 1954. 
He was appointed to the U.S. Supreme Court in 
1967 after serving for two years as U.S. Solicitor 
General. Marshall’s commitment to human rights 
continued while on the bench as evidenced by his 
often dissenting opinions in opposition to an in- 
creasingly conservative court. 


Sol Watchler, Chief Judge of the New York State Court of 
Appeals, resigned after allegations that he attempted to 
extort money from his former lover. 
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In April of 1992, more than fifty peo- 
ple died when riots errupted in Los An- 
geles after four white police officers were 
acquitted of charges stemming from the 
beating of African-American motorist, 
Rodney King. In the photo at left, King 
asks the public to end the violence. 
Similarly, Yankel Rosenbaum, a 
young Jewish scholar, was killed when 
riots broke out in the Crown Heights 
section of Brooklyn after Gavin Cato, a 
seven year old African-American child, 
was accidentally killed by a car driven by 
a Hasidic man. 


In the presidential election of 1992, incumbent George Bush 
may have appealed to more traditional voters but the ma- 
jority of Americans responded to Clinton's promises of 
change. On January 20, 1993, William Jefferson Clinton was 
sworn in as the forty-second president of the United States. 
Clinton is the first Democrat to hold the office of Com- 
mander in Chief in twelve years.

Amnesty International is a worldwide 
70,000 member strong organization which 
seeks to mobilize a public response for the 
release of prisoners of conscience, encourage 
fair and prompt trials for political prisoners, 
and end torture executions in all cases.

For example, the group went into 
action when it was believed that four law 
students and a law professor were held in 
detention for political activities in the People’s 
Republic of China. The detention and trial 
procedures were closed to the public, in vi- 
olation of Chinese and international law.

school, and the legal community of the need 
for legal representatives from the Asian 
American Community, and to act as a rep- 
resentative body for Asian American law 
students in BLS.

BLSA’s goal is to help 
members explore their interest while dis- 
covering the role African Americans play 
in the legal system today. 

Last year BLSA held programs on a 
wide range of topics. This year the group 
has participated in programs on such di- 
verse topics as environmental racism and 
voter registration. The national BLSA 
has mandated that each chapter become 
involved in several community based pro- 
grams as well. The group sponsors two 
major programs each year in conjunction 
with the national organization. The 
group’s Adopt-a-School program allows 
BLSA students to become mentors for 
students from local elementary, and high 
schools. The mentors share their expe- 
tiences as law students and help demys- 
tify the law school experience for the 
young people. Street Law is another 
BLSA Program which is designed to pro- 
vide members of the community with 
Practical legal advice.

Recognizing that millions of Americans are without 
access to legal representation, a group of BLS students 
formed Brooklyn Law Students for the Public Interest 
(BLSPI) three years ago to support students considering 
public interest law careers. BLSPI’s primary goal has 
been to raise money to provide summer and part time 
fellowships for BLS students. BLSPI also has sought to 
educate the BLS community about new developments 
and needs in public interest law. These goals have been 
met, largely due to the continuous support of our fellow 
BLS students, alumni faculty, administration and staff. 

BLSPI Fellows have worked for Brooklyn Legal Serv- 
ices, the Legal Aid Society, A.Y.U.D.A. and other public 
interest law agencies that provide legal assistance to 
indigent and traditionally underrepresented persons. 
Furthermore, BLSPI has sponsored symposia on be- 
coming involved in Public Interest, developments in 
housing law, environmental racism and legal issues in 
the 1992 Presidential election. 

Raising money to fund the fellowships has been par-

province and duty of the ju- 
diciary to say what the law 
is, not what it should be; 

that this task of objective 
interpretation is not so far 
beyond man’s grasp that we 
should despair, and, in the 
name of “‘realism,”’ fall back 
on prejudice in making ju- 
dicial determinations; 

that the constitutional 
scheme did not contemplate 
the imposition by fiat of the 
legislative process of the 
members of the judiciary, 
under the banner of 
“societal evolution;” 

that this type of judicial 
legislating, being insulated 
from the check of popular 
support, has been a key in- 
strument in the expansion of 
federal governmental pow- 
er; 

that this expansion has
